Airport deal for 2.5k jobs 
hailed as ‘brilliant’ by MP

NEWS that 2,500 jobs are to be 
created as a result of easyjet’s new 
10-year deal with Luton Airport has 
been hailed as a ‘brilliant’ and 
‘fantastic’ development for the town. 

Luton South MP Gavin Shuker said 
he was ‘really looking forward’ to 
the future whilst leader of Luton 
council, councillor Hazel Simmons 
said the authority was ‘delighted’ 
with the announcement. 

The low-cost airline’s group com¬ 
mercial director Catherine Lynn 


said cabin crew and flight crew 
positions would be among the new 
jobs created as a result of the deal. 

However, she added that it was 
part-reliant on the Government 
giving the go-ahead for a proposed 
expansion at the airport which 
Communities Secretary Eric Pickles 
is currently reviewing. 

New roles will also be created in 
industries connected to the airport 
as easyjet plans to increase its 
passenger numbers at Luton from 
four million to around nine million. 

Mr Shuker said: “It’s absolutely 
brilliant news that easyjet have 


chosen to expand here in Luton. 

“Easyjet has a great relationship 
with the town; supporting great 
causes such as Love Luton and our 
beloved football club. 

“Their investment shows us that 
they’re serious about creating more 
jobs and growth here. 

“I am really looking forward to 
what the future brings.” 

Cllr Simmons said: “We are 
delighted that one of Luton’s most 
important companies is set to 
expand its operations in the town 
and will be creating hundreds of 
new jobs for local people. 


“With job creation and business 
growth being two of our key 
priorities in this difficult economic 
climate, easyjet’s announcement is 
fantastic news for the town.” 

The Bedfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce’s chief executive, Cheryl 
Smart MBE, added that the deal 
would ‘bring more jobs’ and ‘ticks 
the boxes as far as business is 
concerned’. 

Some concerns have been raised 
that the deal will lead to higher noise 
levels for residents living near the 
site but the airport’s managing 
director Glyn Jones said its impact 


would be managed. 

Speaking at Monday’s easyjet 
announcement, Ms Lynn said: 
“Directly we will be creating cabin 
and flight crew jobs. 

“Indirectly, there will be jobs in 
our ground team, security, hotels, 
catering and transport. 

“All of those areas are impacted by 
passenger growth and we feel these 
to be fantastic opportunities for the 
local community and surrounding 
areas.”

PCC questioned over 
leak in Briggs inquiry

POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner for Bedfordshire, 
Oily Martins, has been 
interviewed under criminal 
caution by a police watchdog as 
part of an investigation into the 
PCC divulging confidential 
information. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
interviewed Mr Martins at its 
offices last week as part of its 
investigation into his disclosure 
of secret information regarding 
the death of Luton man Leon 
Briggs in November last year. 

A spokeswoman for the IPCC 
said: “We have interviewed Mr 
Martin under criminal caution at 
our offices, the investigation is 
progressing well, and we have 
been keeping the family updat¬ 
ed.” 

Mr Briggs, 39, died on November 
4 after he was restrained and 
detained by Bedfordshire police 
officers and taken to Luton police 
station. His death is also being 
investigated by the IPCC. 

Oily Martins has admitted 
sharing information about the 
case with a third party, who then 
disclosed it to others. 

In February, Luton on Sunday

reported that Mr Martins could 
face criminal charges for leaking 
secret information after the IPCC 
asked for the matter to be referred 
back to them to determine if his 
disclosure amounted to ‘miscon¬ 
duct in public office’. 

On December 1 last year the 
IPCC was alerted to the matter by 
Bedfordshire Police after they 
were informed of it by a member 
of the public. 

The force was advised by the 
IPCC that it should send details 


of the complaintto Bedfordshire’s 
Police and Crime Panel, as 
required by the rules governing 
complaints against PCCs. 

The police and crime panel did 
not at that stage record it as a 
conduct matter or refer it to the 
IPCC. 

The IPCC then asked the panel 
for information about a written 
warning it issued to Mr Martins 
in January at a private meeting 
and the material the panel 
considered before that action 
was taken. 

On Tuesday, February 4 the 
IPCC wrote to the panel direct¬ 
ing it to record as a conduct mat¬ 
ter the unauthorised disclosure. 

The panel then referred it to the 
IPCC, who determined that the 
matter needed to be indepen¬ 
dently investigated. 

• FRIENDS and family of Leon 
Briggs were due to meet outside 
Luton Police Station yesterday 
afternoon to commemorate what 
would have been his 40th birthday. 

The event was being organised 
by the Justice 4 Leon (J4L) group 
of campaigners who got together 
following his death last year. 

A dance event has also been 
organised by J4L and it will take 
place at Charlie Browns Wine Bar 
on April 26.

The man had fallen from a fence 
and suffered severe injuries. He 
was sedated by the Magpas team. 
The Helimedix then accompa¬ 
nied him to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital in a land ambulance.

AT LEAST 5,000 people in the 
county, including more than 800 
in Luton, are having extra-mari¬ 
tal affairs, a website has claimed.

The data also indicated that 
1,045 people in Kempston, 832 in 
Luton, 806 in Bedford and 653 in 
Ampthill were not being faithful.

‘Dismay and disappointment’ 

SIR -1 write on behalf of the Preservation of 
Finality of Prophethood Forum (PFPF) 
representing all the 22 Mosques in Luton to 
express our dismay and disappointment at 
your two-page feature headed “The 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Community”. 

We understand that this was a paid adver¬ 
tisement rather than an LoS article, though 
the majority of people have viewed this as 
an article printed by the paper. The adver¬ 
tisement makes some false claims not least 
of the fact that Ahmadiyya community 
rejects the fundamental beliefs of Muslims 
in that the Prophet Muhammad (peace be 
upon him, pbuh) is the last and final 
Messenger of God. This message is relayed 
in the Holy Quran and echoed by the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh). By not accept¬ 
ing this basic, but important principle, the 
Ahmadiyya community has decided to 
reside outside the falls of Islam and thus the 
Muslim community. This fact is 
acknowledged by a number of countries 
around the world where the Ahmadiyya are 
given full rights as a minority group, but not 
the status of belonging to the Muslim 
community (as clearly they reject the basic 
fabric of this). There are a number of other 
anomalies such as claiming to have “tens of 
millions” followers and “leading Islamic 
organisation”.

F ORTY years ago 

Chinese leader Chou 
En Lai was asked if he 
thought the French 
Revolution (1789) was a 
success. Chou En Lai said it 
was too soon to tell. Now that 
may be a bit extreme but it is 
often the case that it takes a 
while to judge whether 
Governments, and their 
policies, have been a success 
or failure. 

Policies that are popular 
and populist one day can 
seem in hindsight a total 
disaster. For example all of 
the policies of the Thatcher 
Governments. It is also fairly 
normal for chancellors’ budg¬ 
ets to look good one day and 
not so good down the line, or 
vice versa. That is why they 
are only truly judged after 
many years and with hind¬ 
sight. 

Such may be the case with 
the latest budget from George 
Osborne and in particular the 
part regarding pensions. Yes, 

I have reached the age when I 
start taking a keener interest 
in such matters. On the 
surface the decision to allow 
people to do what they will 
with their private pension pot 
looks a good idea. It’s our 
money so why should we not 
be able to spend it as we like? 

Part of the answer to that is 
that it is not all our own 
money as employers certainly 
make a decent contribution. 
That aside Osborne made it

clear that it is up to people 
themselves on whether they 
turn their pot into a pension 
or blow it all on a Maserati. 
They are responsible people 
and should be treated as 
such. Fine, except who looks 
after them once they have 
blown it? And if that is ok why 
are people and firms being 
forced to pay into a pension? 
Surely they should be respon¬ 
sible enough to save for their 
own old age without the 
Government forcing their 
hand? Alas not. So having 
been made to take out a pri¬ 
vate pension, we now do not 
need to turn it into a pension. 

This looks like mixed up 
thinking. Or maybe a cold 
calculation on winning a few 
votes at the cost of future 
misery and greater expense 
to the state. And talking of 
costs, the Government also 
sees a tax windfall, as any 
money taken out will be 
taxed as earnings. 

The other problem with this 
new wheeze is that it yet 
again destroys the idea of 
universality, something this 
Government seems to singu¬ 
larly hate. 

By this I mean that the pen¬ 


sion providers make their 
judgements partly on the fact 
that some people will live and 
enjoy a long retirement and 
some will not. And this can 
be properly calculated by 
using national data. Not any 
more, so the pensions provid¬ 
ed to those who still want 
them are likely to be smaller. 

Smashing the pension regu¬ 
lations looks like a win-win 
today but in 10 years could be 
a lose-lose and we will all be 
asking: how did we get here? 

O NE thing best to 
avoid if you are in 
education is praise 
from Michael Gove. 
The education secretary 
was fulsome in his praise of 
the Barnfield Federation but 
is being very quiet on the 
mess the federation is now in. 

He also visited Bedford Free 
School, admittedly under the 
cover of darkness, which is 
not doing quite so well as he 
hoped. And after publicly 
saying he wants state schools 
to be more like private 
schools, I would just say not if 
you want the kids to do well 
at uni, as state educated 
students perform better.

Teen cut in ‘nasty’ 
pub bottle attack

AN 18-YEAR-OLD suffered a 
near-fatal head injury after 
being slashed with a broken 
bottle. 

He was attacked in the 
toilets of the White Horse pub 
in High Street North, 
Dunstable, in the early hours 
of Sunday, March 30 at 
around 2.45am. 

The teenager’s friend had 
been arguing with another 
man when he turned around 
to see what was going on. 


But as he did so he was hit 
on the forehead with a bottle 
which then broke on impact. 

The assailant then slashed 
the 18-year-old on the side of 
the head with the broken 
glass, which caused a large 
cut, before fleeing the scene. 

The teenager was taken to 
the Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital where he received 12 
stitches to his wound. 

Detectives are in the 
process of checking CCTVbut 
are keen to speak with 
members of the public who 
were in the pub on Saturday 


night/Sunday morning and 
may have seen the assault 
taking place. 

Detective Constable James 
Wildman said: “This was an 
appalling attack which has 
left the victim with a very 
nasty injury to the side of his 
head. 

“If the wound had been just 
a few millimetres lower then 
it would have hit a main 
artery which could have 
proved to be fatal.”

A MAN who lost seven stone 
and landed his first job after 
10 years has thanked a 
volunteering scheme for 
transforming his life. 

Paul Turvey, 49, from 
Dallow, said he had been ‘at 
the lowest point of his life’ 
when he found himself 
unemployed, demotivated, 
and weighing more than 15 
stone at the start of last year. 

He was suffering from 
depression and low self¬ 
esteem when he contacted 
Luton council about its 
volunteering scheme. 

After getting a role at the 
Luton Foodbank he then 
managed to secure a perma¬ 
nent position there as a ware¬ 
house operative and van 
driver. 

Mr Turvey said: “It had been 
almost 10 years since I had a 
job. I had chronically low self¬ 
esteem, I’d forgotten what it 
was like to exercise and spent 
my days at home eating, 
watching TV and feeling sorry 
for myself.” 

With his depression getting 
worse by the day he tried to 
change his situation by 
getting in touch with the

council regarding volunteer¬ 
ing opportunities. 

The authority has been 
running its volunteer 
programme since 2011 as a 
way of giving residents an 
opportunity to gain valuable 
experience while giving 
something back to the 
community. 

Mr Turvey said: “I knew I 
had the skills to do a number 


of the roles they talked to me 
about. Gardening, delivering 
meals to elderly people and 
organising stalls and events 
at community centres partic¬ 
ularly appealed to me. 

“I was finally feeling 
optimistic about things and 
was committed to turning my 
life around.” 

Mr Turvey began by 
working four hours each week 
- helping prepare and organ¬ 
ise food parcels for some of 
Luton’s poorest families. 

After a period of time he was 
given more responsibilities, 
including opening and 
closing the Foodbank before 
and after his shifts. 

He then got a full-time post 
at the Foodbank and is now 
down to eight stone and 
feeling more confident about 
his future, he said. 

He added: “The volunteer 
scheme is amazing. I can’t 
speak highly enough of it. 

“I actually hand out flyers to 
people about it as I want oth¬ 
ers to benefit from it the way I 
have. Anyone who is in a sim¬ 
ilar situation to what I was in 
should give it a go. Just have a 
look to see what’s available. 

“I wouldn’t be here if it 
wasn’t for volunteering. It has 
changed my life.”

Man who swallowed 
£200k drugs is jailed

A MAN arrested at Luton 
Airport after swallowing 78 
packages of high-purity 
cocaine worth around 
£200,000 has been jailed for 
five years. 

Border Force officers at the 
airport apprehended Andrew 
Chitedze, 48, of Kerridge 
Court, Dalston, on January 25 
as he arrived back into the UK 
on a flight from Argentina, 
via Madrid. 

Chitedze claimed to have 


been over there to visit an 
uncle but a body scan 
revealed a number of suspi¬ 
cious packages contained 
within his abdomen. 

He admitted to Border Force 
officers that he had 
swallowed the packages. 

Forensic tests later revealed 
that they contained over one 
kilo of high-purity cocaine, 
which if cut and sold on the 
streets in the UK would have 
had an estimated value of 
around £200,000. 

Chitedze pleaded guilty to 
drug importation charges. 


At a hearing at Isleworth 
Crown Court on March 28 he 
was sentenced to five years in 
prison. 

Border Force regional direc¬ 
tor Phillip Holliday said: 
“This case shows the lengths 
smugglers will go to in their 
attempts to bring class A 
drugs into the UK. Those who 
swallow packages like this 
are risking their lives. 

“Border Force officers are 
on the front line of the fight to 
stop illegal drugs like cocaine 
making it onto the UK’s 
streets.”

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Plans to double size of 
Special Constabulary

to increase the number of recruits 


THIS is National Specials 
Weekend and I’ll be out and 
about around the county 
with some very special 
people who freely give a 
considerable amount of their 
time to keep us safe. 

Whether it is policing the 
night time economy or a 
Hatters’ match, rave preven¬ 
tion patrols or executing 
warrants, this weekend as 
every weekend special consta¬ 
bles will be working alongside 
their full-time equivalents to 
keep our county safe. 

Whoever said that volunteer¬ 
ing is the ultimate exercise in 
democracy was spot on. 

“You vote in elections once a 
year,” they said, “but when you 
volunteer, you vote every day 
about the kind of community 
you want to live in.” 

This describes perfectly our 
Special Constables who make 
a tremendous difference to the 
lives of those who live and 
work in our towns and villages. 

So this weekend I’ll be 
accompanying some of them 
on their patrols, acknowledg¬ 
ing their dedication and 
saying a heartfelt ‘Thank you’. 

I also hope that this annual 
celebration of what they do 
will encourage others to join 
them in this important part of 
the policing family. 

We are currently recruiting 


for more Specials to serve 
alongside regular police 
officers in Bedfordshire and 
I’m keen to help swell their 
ranks. 

Although the Specials 
commit their own time to 
these duties, funding has to 
be found to pay for such 
necessities as uniforms and 
training. 

Last year I allocated £115k 
from my Community Safety 
Fund to finance 46 more 
officers who have focused on 
rural crime, providing 17,394 
hours of additional policing. 

Bedfordshire Police has 
worked hard to devise a more 
flexible training regime to 
allow early deployment of the 
newly recruited officers - with 
impressive and tangible 
results. 

These 17,394 hours of addi¬ 
tional policing have resulted in 
195 arrests (whose offences 
included aggravated burglary, 
robbery, hare coursing and 
drug trafficking) plus the 
execution of 287 warrants, 


instigated 231 breath tests (18 
positive) and seized 33 
vehicles. 

This, clearly, is money well 
spent - and I hope to provide 
further funding support this 
year as we aim to double the 
size of our special constabu¬ 
lary. 

And, yes, they give their time 
and skills for no financial 
reward. 

But volunteering is not a 
one-way street. The training 
and work they do brings them 
new skills and huge opportu¬ 
nities for personal develop¬ 
ment along with new levels of 
confidence.

CAPTAIN AMERICA - WINTER SOLDIER 

In various cinemas 
Out now 

THIS week our resident film expert GAVIN 
MILLER casts his critical eye on the next 
instalment of Marvel Comics’ Captain 
America series. 

This is arguably the best movie to come from 
Marvel yet - yes, even better than Avengers 
Assemble. 

After the perfectly watchable - but more-of- 
the-same - release of Thor: The Dark World 
last year, Chris Evans makes sure the Marvel 
superhero juggernaut continues well on track 
into its third phase with a smart and exhilarat¬ 
ing second standalone outing for Captain 
America. 

After the events of New York, Steve Rogers - 
the super-powered, shield-wielding man that 
is Cap Am - is still struggling to embrace his 
role in the modern world, particularly 
exasperated by the questionable tactics of 
Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) and the SHIELD 
agency. 

Can he trust Fury? Can he trust Fury’s boss 
Alexander Pierce (Robert Redford)? Can he 
trust top agent Brock ‘Crossbones’ Rumlow 
(Frank Grillo)? 

Can he even trust Avengers team member 
Black Widow (Scarlett Johansson)? 

All these questions become answered in a 
cleverly subversive plot that takes this above- 
the-average superhero movie - and punches 
this towards the top of the genre ladder with 
the likes of Nolan’s Batman trilogy. 

With some great action set-pieces, nice - but 
not over-cooked - comedic touches, and a few 
genuine emotive moments, this sequel really 
does satisfy. 

The story centres on the attempts of SHIELD 
to introduce controversial surveillance heli- 


carriers in the sky to watch our every move 
in an attempt to prevent crime before it 
happens. 

Throw in the addition of ally Sam ‘Falcon’ 
Wilson (Anthony Mackie) and maniacal new 
arch-nemesis in the form of The Winter Soldier 
(Sebastian Stan), then you’ve got A) a bloomin’ 


good movie, and B) a hard film to review with¬ 
out significant plot spoilers. 

If it wasn’t for some of the film’s clever work 
coming undone in the slightly weaker (but still 
noteworthy) ‘all-guns blazing’ final third - 
this would have undoubtedly been a five-star 
movie. 


As it stands this doesn’t only set up the 
Marvel canon nicely for the next Avengers film 
Age of Ultron - but is also a great movie for 
neutral film-goers too.

McGeehan was on hand to force his first Luton 
goal in the 85th minute. 

The Shots were certainly not overawed by 
their trip to the league leaders but created little 
as they attempted to keep out the hosts. 

As they have done so often, Luton eventually 
found the answer and the reaction was as 
memorable as the game sadly was not. 

Cambridge’s 3-1 win over Southport keeps the 
title race alive for another game at least but 
with all-but relegated Tamworth next up at 
Kenilworth Road, the inevitable inches closer. 

After a close shave at Dartford in midweek, 
Town were looking to stamp their authority on 
another relegation struggler. 

The Shots have won just three Skrill Premier 
games since the turn of the year, thus leaving 
them in the mire at the foot of the table. 

They were further hampered by the loss of 
20-goal striker, Brett Williams, missing through 
suspension. 


There was just one change for Luton which 
saw Luke Rooney replace Howells as the Hatters 
looked to steamroll their way to another three 
points. It was far from that easy though. 

Former Town defender Chris Coyne had 
called for a cauldron of an atmosphere from 
the Kenilworth Road faithful via Twitter and 
they duly obliged. 

The 8500-plus home fans roared on a vibrant 
Hatters outfit, as the home side took the fight to 
Aldershot. Rooney looked industrious in the 
hole behind the two frontmen while McGeehan 
and Tuesday’s goal hero Pelly Ruddock-Mpanzu 
drove Town forward with pomp and purpose. 

And with twenty minutes gone, they thought 
they had the opener. 

Rooney’s delicate through-ball found Paul 
Benson on the charge and with keeper Morris 
in no-man’s land and defender Gibbs on the 
stretch, the ball looped into the air and into the 
net. However, an offside flag spared the shaky
